Sin—I have the honor to submit to your excellency the fol- 
lowing report of the operations of this office, for the two years, 
commencing with the lst day of October, 1858, and ending the 
30th of September, 1860: 

SWAMP LAND SELECTIONS. 

Since the date of my last report, the work of selecting the 
remainder of the swamp and overflowed lands has been pro- 
gressing in the counties where the services of agents could be 
procured. In March, 1859, the, office of surveyor general for 
this state was finally closed, an#*notice given by his chief clerk,

to address all conimunications on business with that department 
to the commissioner of the general land officé at Washington ' 


City. Accordingly, on the 15th day of April, 1859, I forwarded 
original lists of swamp land selections; duly authenticated, and 
made and'reported to this office in strict conformity to law and 
the instruetions and forms prescribed by the commissioner of 
the general land office—requesting him at the same time to 
inform me what course he would adopt with regard to said lists, 
and any others that might be forwarded to him from this office. 
But no answer or acknowledgment of the receipt of said lists 
was ever received. Andafterwards, on the 2nd of September, 
the ?3rd of December, 1859, and the 10th of July, 1860, other 
lists were forwarded to him, all of rans with the first, have 
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been returned, accompanied with new forms and instructions, 
dated subsequent to the making and reporting of said selections. 
The following are copies of said letters of instructions and form, 
to-wit:

Genttemen: The office of surveyor general for the district 
of Arkansas, having been abolished, the duty of reporting to 
this office the ‘selections remaining to be made by the state 

- authorities, will be devolved upon you, so far as the lands are 
found within your district. This being the case, it becomes 
necessary to furnish you with a system of instructions which 
will govern you in your action. 

I have therefore to state the following as the principles estab- 
lished with reference to this grant, to-wit: 

ist. That as the grant contemplates the inundation of exten- 
sive regions of country, by such natural arteries as the Missis- 
sippi, the lands evidently intended to be granted are those which, 
by reason of their swampy character, and their liability to over- 
flow are worthlessin their natural condition, and whereon crops 
cannot be raised without reclamation by levees and drains. An 
overflow or inundation from casual cause, merely temporary in 
its effects, does not bring the lands within the law, and cannot 
be said in any proper sense to render them “unfit for cultivation;” 
the law contemplates such /ong continued overflow, or freshets 
only as would totally destroy crops, and prevent the raising of 
the same without artificial means by levees, etc., such as are 
found on the Mississippi river. 

2d. Bodies of land covered by shallow lakes or ponds, which 
may become dry by evaporation or other natural cause, do not 
come within the meaning of the act. 

3d. Lands which have been disposed of by the general gov- 
ernment prior to the date of their selection, cannot be claimed 
as swamp, as they are excluded by direct operation of law from 
the swamp grant. 
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Testimony now, after the lapse of nine years, to be available, 
must be explicit, resting upon personal and exact knowledge of 
the locations claimed, and must relate to each quarter quarter 


section or other equivalent légal subdivision. This testimony 


must be made by parties having no interest present or prospet- 
tive, direct or indirect, and must state the name of the river or 
waler course, whereby the lands are submerged and rendered 
useless for arable purposes in their natural condition. 

, I enclose herewith a blank form of proof which you will 
require from the state authorities, and if lists of lands of this 
class are furnished to you, accompanied with such evidence, 
you are directed to repórt them to this office in the manner set 
forth in the form ** B” herewith, after making à careful exami- 
nation of said proof and rendering your own decision thereon, 
as to whether the several tracts are swamp or not, within the 
meaning of the act. 

The evidence furnished by the state should also be'sent to 
this office in à separate package, and be marked in such man- 
neras will enable us readily to identify the same with the 
tracts as arranged in the list to be prepared by you after your 
examination and decision. You will, as required by law, exclude 
from your lists all tracts which have been en disposed of prior to 
the date of selection. 

As soon as the lists are furnished to you by the state authori- 
ties, in accordance with the requirements in. the case, and have 


been arranged as hereinbefore directed, you will make full . 


entries thereof in the proper place i in your tract books, with the 


words, “state act, 28th Sept., 1850,” and the date'of the selec- . 


tion. Upon your plats you will indicate the lands by some 
convenient mark of reference to a similar note to be written on 
the margin thereof; and then withhold the tracts from sale or 
other disposition, unless otherwise especially directed by this 
office. | 

I enclose herewith, also, a copy of the act of 12th March, 
1860, limiting the time within which the selectiens remaining 
are to be made. |

‘The effect of these new instructions will be to withhold from 
the state à great quantity of lands that rightfully belong to her 
under the act of Congress of 28th September, 1850. And the 
justice and legality of the commissioner's action, in returning 
the lists of selections made and reported to this office before 
he issued said instructions, may and ought to be questioned. 
Said selections were made under instructions in force at the 
time, which required the agents to swear “that the greater 
part of each quarter quarter section, or forty acre lot,” reported 
by them, was “ wet, swampy, or subject to such overflow as to 
render it unfit for cultivation." But under the new instructions, 
it will be perceived that all such as are wet or swampy would 
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be excluded, whether they be so much so as “to render them 
unfit for cultivation,” or not. The subject : is one that com- 
mends itself to the delegation in Congress from this state, and 
if no appeal be taken from the action of the commissioner it 
is respectfully suggested that the legislature call their attention 
to it and request the passage of an act of Congress confirming 
said selections to the state. The lists returned embrace selec- 
tions in the counties of Arkansas, Ashley, Bradley, Clark, Dal- 
las, Greene, Hempstead, Jefferson, Lafayette, Lawrence, Mis- 
sissippi, Pulaski, Saline, Scott and Sevier; in all 292,041 48- 
100: acres. 

None of the agents appointed under the act of 30th Decem- 
ber, 1856, have received anything for tlie selections they have 
made and reported. Under the provisions of said act they can- 
ñot receive any compensation until their selections are con- 
firmed, and then only for such as are confirmed. This is a 
hardship upon them, and it is earnestly reconimended that the 
General Assembly pass’a law for their relief. Some of them 
have diéd and left families, and many of them are poor. They 
necessarily incurred expenses in the business, consumed their 
time and suffered exposure. A law should be passed author- 
izing their accounts to be audited by their lists of selections, 
which are all transcribed, and the transcripts on file in this office.

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As the time, within which the selections remaining are to be 
inade, has baen limited by act of Congress of 12th March, 1860, 
to two years from the adjournment, of the legislature, which 
meets on the 5th of November, 1860, it is important that pro- 
vision be made for the speedy completion of the work. 

The tables accompanying this report, marked “ A” and “ B,” 
exhibit full and correct statements ol all the ditching, draining 
and-levee work, reported, and certified for payment during the 
two years ending with the 30th September, 1860. The total 
number of cubic yards of work, embraced in all of said tables, 
is 3,815,552 03, and the total of all amounts certified in pay- 
ment thereof is $659,143 48. | | 

By comparing these tables with the former reports, it will be 
seen that the work of reclamation has been prosecuted vigor- 
ously within the last two years. It will also be observed that 
work has been done in all the districts of the state, whilst be- 
fore it was confined to two or three. The policy pursued by 
your excellency of letting out contracts, wherever needed and 
Whenever persons could be induced to take them, has caused 
‘the reclamation system to progress rapidly, and the results of 
the work done are seen in the greatly enhanced value of the 
lands reclaimed and protected thereby. 


All the unfinished contracts let out by the swamp land com- 
missioners have either been completed or have expired. 

The over-payments reported in my letter which accompanied 
the special message of your excellency to the House of Repre- 
sentatives, on the 10th of November, 1858, have been refunded 
inlevee work, excepting those to Elliot H. Fletcher and to 
Clark & Richardson, as assignees of Jesse A. Jackson and of 
John F. Hanks. The legislature afterwards, with all the facts 
before them, passed two acts for the relief of said Fletcher and 
Clark respectively, appropriating balances which a select com- 
mittee of the house considered due them, and to ascertain the 
legal effect of said two acts, I submitted the question to the 
solicitor general of the state, who gave, as his opinion, that they 
must be construed as a settlement and final adjustment of the 
accounts of said contractors on the contracts mentioned in the 
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acts. I, therefore, balanced the accounts of Elliot H. Fletcher 
and Clark & Richardson. 

Tabular statement “C,” with this report, exhibits the amounts 
certified to your excellency. for the services of the state engi- 
neers, and'their contingent expenses (which includes services 
of their assistants, traveling expenses, transportation of instru- 
ments, stationery, and postage), for which their accounts are 
filed in this office, certified to by them as correct. Total amount 
$19,274 11. 4 

Tabular statement “D” exhibits the account of the swamp 
land secretary, for his salary, and the contingent expenses of his 
office (which includes amounts paid: for stationery, postage, 
blanks, office rent and-fuel for office, for which vouchers are 
filed), and.also other accounts ‘against the swamp land fund, 
amounting-in all to $2,741 26. 

Following the tabular statements is a, recapitulation of the 
same, exhibiting at one view the total amounts certified from 
this office to your excellency during the two years ending with 
30th September, 1860. Also, a statement showing the whole 
amount of levee and ditch work ever constructed by the state.

There is a great deal of land of that character in that 
part of the state, but it is generally so situated ‘that no system 
ef leveeing and ditching can reclaim it at reasonable expense. 
Crawley's Ridge, which passes nearly through the center of 
Greene county, has an-elevation of about one hundred feet 
above the general level of the flat land at its base, and it pre- 
sents all the broken country of any consequence to be found 
between Black river and the Mississippi. lts average width, 
from base to base, is about eight miles; the summit being about 
three miles from the foot of its western slope, and about five 
miles from its eástern base. The St. Francis and Cache rivers 
run nearly parallel with each other, and about twenty miles 
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42 
apart. The former drains the eastern slope of Crawley’ 8 
Ridge, and the latter the western. There are numerous creeks. 
that flow down the slopes of this ridge, at first having channels, 
with sufficienr capacity to carry all their water, then gradually 
“losing their channels as they approach the base, until they be. 
, come “ spreads,” or shallow sheets of. water, covering the strips 
„óf level land, five or six miles wide, that lie between each base 
^ of the ridge and the adjacent river. It wassuggested by some - 
of the citizens, that artificials channels be made through the | 
level land to prevent the spreading of the creeks over the 
country. Upon examination, I found. that the beds of the 
creeks, before reaching the foot of the-ridge, were from twenty 
“ to thirty feet wide, with banks about ten feet high. It would 
require a much larger channel than this to convey. the water 
through the flat country over which the creeks now spread, 
since the descent from the foot of the ridge to the rivers on each 
side is much less than the fall of the creeks before spreading. 
As there are many creeks on each side of the ridge, I conclude 
that the expense of making channels for them through the flat 
country would be too great, considering the amount of land 
benefited by it. 

À canal was suggested that would turn Cache river into 
Black, but it was ascertained that Cache was the lower, and 
any connection between them would only serve as a waste way 

— for the overflow of Black: river. In every instance where a 
natural connection exists, the water flows from Black into 

` Cache. | ` 
"Cache river is almost entirely formed by overflow from Black 
river. If this was prevented by levees, Cache would drain 
only the western slope of Crawley’s Ridge, and a great deal of 
second rate swamp land, now annually overflowed by water 
from Black river, would be relieved. ‘I made surveys of the 
different gaps through.which this overflow passes, with the in- 
tention of letting out eontracts to build levees across them, but 
could find no contractors, except Mr. Lewis M. Buis, who took a 
contract to close only one gap, the estimated cost of which is 
$418 60. Learning that there were still other sloos, north of 
the state line, through which the overflow run, I thoúght it

| proper to examine their nature and extent, -About six miles 
aboye the state line there is a point at- ‘which Black and St. 

Francis.rivérs approach to within about six miles of each other, 
and here. these: rivers. are connected by Elk sloo, even at an 
ordinar y stage of water. ..The south bank of Elk sloo is a ridge 
above. overflow for the whole distance across'from one river tó 
the other, with-the exception .of three small-gaps through 
which the water passes when it is very high. One is near 
Black river; another is about midway between, the two rivers, 
and the remaining. and largest one is at the point where the St. 

Francis touches the ridge above mentioned. The streams 
formed by the water flowing through these gaps, unite near the 
line between Arkansas and Missouri, and form Cache river. 
Less than one thousand dollars expended in Missouri, where the 
water bréaks over Elk sloo ridge, would prevent any overflow 
in that state that affects. Cache rivet, while the same benefit 
could not be brought about at all by any work in Arkansas. 

The stopping of this overflow would be of büt comparatively 
little benefit to.any swamp : land i in Missouri, but it would sen- 
sibly reduce the quantity. of water that flows down Cache 
river, in this state, during an overflow. As the project of pre- 
venting thé water of Black and St. Francia rivers from running 
into Cache, is one calculated to benefit several counties, by not 
only reclaiming a great deal. of swamp and overflowed land, 
but by rendering the roads leading from Crawley's ridge to the 
different. steamboat landings and: trading points on Black river 
passable at all times; and as the contracts for leveeing some of 
the sloos in this state have already been let out, the work allu- 
ded to in Missouri ought to be done. 

Having understood that something could be done towards 
reclaiming the sunk lands upon the St. Francis, I made exami- 
nation of that river in townships 14, 15 and 16 north, range 6 
east. , This region was no doubt similar to the country both 
above and below it, before it was lowered by an earthquake in 
the‘ year 1812. The sunken country is from one to three miles 
wide, and is always covered with water, though in summer it is 
shallow, and covered with the monoconut and other 'aquatie 
plants. In this there may be found the trunks of mulberry and 
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other trees which do not grow in water, and that do not soon 
decay, which prove that it was high land before the earthqualre 
affected it. Down through this wide Monoconut lake winds the 
main channel of the St. Francis, which is known by its greater 
depth and the absence of vegetation. Occasionally it touches 
the banks of the lake which are not subject to overflow, though 
only four or five feet above it. Even the country for four or 
five miles west of the lake was lowered, as is evident from the 
long and wide fissures in the earth, which are to be found that 
far from the river. The difference between high and low water 
is but six feet, though both above and below the sunk lands 
where the St. Francis has a channel that carries all its water, 
the difference is about twenty-five feet. Were this river to 
make deposits like the Mississippi, it would soon fill up the 
sunken country, and make a-channel through it with banks 
perhaps twenty-five feet high; but in doing so, it would subject 


. & great deal of country to overflow that is now entirely above 


it, since the water would rise much higher when confined to a 
narrow channel than it now does in the lake. I do not believe 
there is any project by which the sunk lands upon the St. Fran- 
cis can be reclaimed. ' 

There is a small work—the stopping of Pursell sloo, that 
breaks out of the lake in section 16, township 14 north, range 
6 east—which might be done with advantage to the country. 

I also made examination of the country lying between Cur- 
rent river and Fourche De Mas; in Randolph county, west of 
Black river. The land here is affected similarly to thaton each 
side of Crawley's Ridge; the creeks coming from the hills spread 
nearly all over it. The belt of overflowed land though is not 
so wide here, as Running lake, which runs parallel with the 
foot of the hills, and from one to two miles from it, serves as a 
sort of drain to pass off the water of the creeka, and the south- 
east branch of the lake is above overflow.

To His Excellency, Ertas N. Conway, ^ 
Governor of the State of Arkansas: 


Sir—Ín obedience to your instructions, I have the honor 
to lay before your excellency my report of the surveys and 
investigations 1 have made, with regard to the location and 
construction of a levee, which, while it protects Chicot county, 
and a part of Desha county, from inundation; shall not obstruct 
the drainage of these counties, or any other county in the state. 
Before entering into the details of this projected leveee, I take : 
leave to present a short topo and hydrographieal sketch of the 
country immediately under the sphere of its influence. 

By examining the accompanying map (made partly from the 
plats of the land office, and partly from persona) surveys), you 
will perceive the following facts: — ' 


That Boggy bayou is & branch of Cypress creek, and Oppos- 
sum fork a channel connecting Boggy bayou’ “with Cypress

“creek, near its mouth. That the land lying between Red Fork 


bayou, Cypress „creek, Arkansas river and the Mississippi, is 
situated so very_low that it is the natural reservoir for the 
waters of the country south of the Arkansas river. This land 
can only be drained by artificial means, as it is well known 
that the banks of nearly all western streams are higher than 
the country immediately adjoining them. This is particularly 
so in the case before your consideration, añd to such a degree 
that these lands are really the whole year, more or less, over- 
flowed—consequently, the value of these lands bears no pro- 
portion to those more favorably situated, even though less pro- 
ductive. | 
The fall of Cypress creek, and, in fact, all of these swamp 
land streams, is very insignificant. Therefore, when the Mis- 
sissippi is at a high stage, the back-water extending up Cypress 
creek, beyond Boggy bayou, runs through Boggy bayou, thus 
producing a great draught of water through the entire extent 
of Chicot county. It follows, then, that if Boggy bayou was 
not connected with Cypress creek, this draught of water through 
the former would not-exist, while the disconnection would have 
no influence on the latter or on Red Fork bayou—as the water 
of the Mississippi only seeks its level, and will cause these 
streartis to rise till that is‘accomplished. This, however, only 
takes place when the Mississippi is very high, and it is a fact, 
beyond dispute, that the closing of these outlets (were it pos- 
sible) would not affect the level of the Mississippi a particle. 
If the levees on the Arkansas river should break, the water, 
which would overflow the whole country, would only disappear 
when the Mississippi commenced falling, as the backing up of 
the Mississippi through Cypress creek would prevent any drain- 
age, and the waters of the Arkansas river*would find the level 
of the Mississippi, before they could be drained off by Boggy 
bayou. lt. is true that Boggy bayou would carry off a conside- 
rable quantity of water,-but as this is actually only the waters 


‘of the Mississippi, through Cypress creek, I cannot see how it 


would serve to drain the lands inundated by the Arkansas river, 
as water will always seek its level, and the Arkansas bottom 
land: would only, in this case, be so far drained as it happened 
to be situated higher than the surface of the Mississippi. 

To extend the construction of levees along the Mississippi, 
from Napoleon downward, closing the mouth of Cypress creek 
and connecting with the levee on the Chicot county line; would 
be ruinous to a part of Desha county, the whole: of Chicot 
county, and to several of the northern parishes of Louisiana; 
besides, the land lying very low, the cost of building such a 
levee would be enormous. The mouth.of Cypress creek being 
closed, the drainage of this whole scope of country, would have 
to pass through Bayou Mason, a stream scarcely sufficient to 
carry off the rainwater, and of. course; without the assistance 
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of Cypress Creek, wholly inadequate to prevent an overflow, 
should the season happen to be wet. The whole section of 
country above named would be depending” “ons one levee, ‘arid 
the waters of Red Fork, the upper part of Cyeress creek, -añd 
those of the Arkansas river, in case the Icvees on its banks 
should give way, could find no other outlet than over the fertile 
and productive plantations of Chicot county—following the fall 
of the Mississippi, very probably destroying the levees in the 
southern part of the county, and injuring the property of a 
neighboring state—besides making a différence, at the lowest 
valuation in the products of the county to the amount of 250 
to 300,000 dollars per annum. 

Taking all these facts into consideration, I consider thät the 
closing of Cypress creek would be injurious to all parties inte- 
rested in the protection of the rich and fertile lands of this part 
of the state from overflow. 

Again supposing the ‘above mentioned levee to be made, the 
land between Cypress creek, Red Fork, Arkansas and Missis- 
sippi rivers, would become valueless—but, should they come 
into demand (and they can only do so by:the land adjoining in- 
creasing in value) then, by running a levee along the Mississippi 
from Napoleon to Cypress creek, then up the north bank. of this 
stream to the highlands of Red Fork, this section of country 
could be made arable—the system of leveeing would be com- 
plete, and the‘counties of Desha and Chicot protected from 
inundation; without injury to each other. 

When it becomes necessary to construct the second part of 
this levee, a culvert near the mouth of Cypress creek, leading 
from the collection of lakes, as indicated oh the map, into 
Cypress creek, to be shut up in case of high water, would drain 
those lakes to their low-water mark, as this body of lakes, 
levees or nó levees, will always be areservoir for the rainwater 


of this section of country. By this means property . which, at. 


present, is scarcely worth the amount of taxes paid on it annu- 
aly, and which would become wholly. valueless by closing 
Cypress creek, will find a ready market, and i increase in value 
year by year. 

To those who reason that the water would run better through 
the channel of Boggy; “bayou, into the Mississippi, than through 
that of Cypress creek, I have only to remark, that Cypress 
creek being low, the current of Boggy bayou, when swelled by 
a heavy rain, runs into Cypress creek—thus showing conclu- 
sively that the Mississippi river alone has control over the 
drainage of the country. |. 

After a carefulexamination of the country, and the collection 
of the above facts, I have surveyed and located’ the following 
described levee, leaving it to the approval of your excellency: 

Commencing at the banks of Amos bayou, which are above 
all overflow, running an air lineto the inlet of Boggy bayou, 
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from Cypress creek, crossing Boggy bayou, running down 
the south side of Cypress creek and csossing Opossum fork, 
at.a point to make a connection with an-old levee which 
extends to the Chicot county line, connecting there with the 
state levee—making in all 7 8-10 miles of levees. The accom- 
panying profile of the levee will show, that, considering the 
great benefit it will be to a large district of land, its con- 
struction will comparatively be small—and with the exception 
of the two crossings (Boggy bayou arid Opossum fork) will be’ 
below the medium size of river levees—besides, having the 
benefit of using an old levee to the extent of nearly 14 miles, 
which will greatly reduce the quantities of embankment, as 
will be seen by the subjoined calculations. 

Looking at the profile, you will notice that by constructing a 
levee 3 feet high, above the highest water mark known, we 
have the first 

3,000 feet with a levee less than 2 feeti in height.

and only about 500 feet, crossing the two streams (Boggy bayou 
and Opossum fork) with an average levee of 17 feet, or with 
the exception of the last 500 feet, it requires an average levee 
of about 54 feet in height, the whole length. Adopting now 
the established rule, seven feet base for every oné foot in height 
and the top width—the height we will have, 203,615 cubic yards 
of embankment—less 27,827 cubic yards of old levee, leaving 
175,788 cubic yards of levee to be constructed, all in timbered 
land, at 20 cents per yard — $35,157 60, a result which is 
certainly favorable to the construction of this important levee. 

By-constructing this levee according to my survey as indicated 
by the dotted red line onthe map, you will secure Chicot county 
from iuundation, should the levees on the Arkansas river give 
way, and, you will also secure the most valuable lands, as far 
as levees can do it, from overflow. 

Embracing this opportunity, I feel it my duty to acknowledge 
the good services of W. H. Wilson, my assistant, in the field, 
as well as his efficiency in the office. 

- I also wish to express my obligations for the generous hospi- 
tality shown to myself and party during our sojoúrn in Chicot 
county, by the community at large; but particularly, I must 
express my thanks to the following gentlemen, Charles W.
